REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest sealing a battery device within a laminated 
film by heat fusion comprising preparing a battery device, accommodating the battery device 
within the laminated film, sealing the laminated film, a first heating step of heating the battery 
device sealed in the laminated film under a pressure, a charging step of charging the battery 
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device after the first heating step, a discharging step of discharging the charged battery device, 
and a second heating step of heating the battery device under a pressure after the discharging 
step. 

JP 01320769 discloses sealing a battery device within a can by crimping comprising 
preparing a battery device, accommodating the battery device within the can, sealing the can, 
charging the battery, discharging the battery, and recrimping the can. However, JP 01320769 by 
itself or combined with the prior art of record does not teach the sequential steps of sealing the 
laminated film, a first heating step of heating the battery device sealed in the laminated film 
under a pressure, a charging step of charging the battery device after the first heating step, a 
discharging step of discharging the charged battery device, and a second heating step of heating 
the battery device under a pressure after the discharging step.
